| ) Chriſtian King to enter into a Defenſive League with him; and 
ſince the French Embaſſador by his Memoir preſented y ay to your Lord- 
ſhips, hath ſo vehemently reiterated the ſame; he cannot forbear to repreſent by 
expreſs order from his Maſter, that he cannot look on this Alliauce other than as a 
League to be made againſt him, after your Lordſhips had made ſuch difficulty 
to paſs the Act of Guaranty of the Peace conthided at Nimmeguen, to which you 
were obliged by the two ſolemn Treaties of the 10 Jammary, and 26 of Jaly, 1678.
